Yet gold as a 
drug has little if any effect on the 
human b ody. 
Professor Moellgnrd of Denmark re­ 
cently announced to the Danish Med- 
5eal society that if a solution of a gold 
salt was introduced into the b lood, 
lhere was no effect, if the patient was 
healthy, b ut if he had tub erculosis, a 
violent reaction followed. 
This was 
presumab ly due to the releasing of the 
tub ercle 
germs. 
Doctor 
Moellgnrd 
said that he had cured two monkeys 
b y this treatment. 
Several other Dan- 
sh physicians have tried it with good 
results. 
But several deaths following 
it also occurred. 
Doctor Moellgard himself is very 
cautious in his statements and has 
asked the Medical Research Council 
of Great Britain to investigate it. 
The most that can he said ab out it, 
at present, is that it is an entirely new 
method of the value of which we know 
nothing. 
Until greater experience in­ 
creases our knowledge, it is nut a safe 
or promising treatment.
